Tea importers it is said have advanced their 
rates from 2.^ to 5 cents per lb. 

Among tho probable eufierers by war In 
Europe, is Michaol Reese, the eminent Phi- 
lanthropist, of San Francisco, now in Russia, 
who is reported to have telegraphed to his 
Irienda that he is unablo to get away and fears 
being drafted. 

The German Consul has received instruc- 
tions from his Minister at Washington to noti- 
fy all German vessels to avoid French war ve : » 
sels. 

There are a number of German vessels now 
on their way to this port which are liable to be 
seized by French w«r steamers between horo 
and Panama. Next steamer will curry in» 
structions to all such vessels to look sharp 
and avoid capture. As there is no German 
war vessol nearer than China or Japan it is 
leared that a French steamer will be off this 
port watching for German vessels soon as dews 
of declaration of war goes down. 

It is reported that a few of the heavy ope. 
rators hnve within tbe last few weeks quietly 
corralled the bulk of tho available wheat crop 
in tbe State, and it is certain that at least one 
of them has within ten days bought immense 
quantities here and in tho country. 

Letters Irom the city of Mexico by steamer 
to-day say tho condition of the country is im* 
proving slowly and that the political situation 
is becoming more satisfactory. 

Nothing has yet been heard from the British 
hark Revero, now 130 days out from Sydney 
lor ibis port.

On Oonkin gulch, 
tho Felix, New Almaden, Indian Queen, lien- 
frew, Lone rftar, Ueid, Now London, Brickson 
and White Pine are at work , the laltei took 
out 20 ounces for the week ending July 2nd. 
At Valley Mountain they have discovered that 
the entire hill is composed ol auriferous grave l, 
and many claims tiro staked off. On McAn 
tbur's gulch the hydraulic company washed up 
25 oz. on week to July 2d.

A few miners from Omineca arrived hero 
during the week and report that all but about 
tbirlyifive miairs had left Vilalle creek for 
Quesnelnioiith. -.Ibout two hundred started 
down on the 26th and 27th ult. Several par- 
ties Irom among tho men who remained hud 
started out In different directions with the in- 
tention of exploring and prospecting. Silver 
creek has been well prospected and nothing 
to pay found in it. Fred Black and between 
thirty- and forty miners had prospected and 
abandoned it. The largest pay found was 
$2 50 per day. 

On Vitalle creek tho Discovery company 
were miking $li per day. A little fine silver 
was washed up along with the gold. Black 
and Mc.Martin had bottomed another shaft in 
tho creek above tlio Discovery ground and got 
one color. John I'olmero had commenced on 
another shaft in llio ground above where 
Black and McMartln bottomed, Tlio Telo- 
graph co — Sylvester, McDonald k eo — attempt- 
ed to sink a shaft, hut at a depth of 25 feet 
they came upon slide bedrock with slum un- 
derneath and were driven out by water. Tbey 
then measured oil' lor a tunnel, but found they 
would have six weeks work ahead and deci- 
ded not to undertake it. A great many men 
had prospected above tho Telegraph ground 
anil found nothing. 

Flour was offerod on the creek at $ I -1 per 
100 lbs, and many of those who were return- 
ing finding no sale packed it back to Lake Tat- 
lab. Three trains had arrived on the creek. 

The Skeena river arrivals came down with 
tho crowd part of the way and intend to re- 
turn by the same route by whieli ihey came. 
They siid they could lind a great deal belter 
diggings along the coast route than on Vitalle 
creok.

Mortar Firing. 

It would scom that the money and 
labor that have been no lavishly txpcn« 
dud , particularly in England, to con- 
struct impregnable ships of war aod ir- 
rusistiblo cannon, have boon so much 
waste, if the report of some supple- 
mentary experiments be true. In tho 
previous ti ials attor. lioti was confined lo 
horizontal firing, and iron-olads and 
forts have been mainly built wilh this 
view. Wo aro now threatened with a 
kind of meteoric warfare, by tho use ol 
gigantic mortars which willatiack from 
abova. Two oi those disagieonblo 
machines havo boon constructed at 
Woolwich, which aro Capable of throw- 
ing a shol! weighing, with its powder 
churgo, nearly a tou and a half. She is 
Irom tho-o mortars, propelled by seventy 
pounds of powder, buvo been projected 
moro than a milu and a half, bu-J on 
lulling have pierced the earth to the 
depth of twenty-live foot, The bffact 
ol sucli a projectile would be most tor- 
rible, not only on hoard ship but <>u land 
too. It would bo like tho springing of a 
miuo, and would destroy the stroiigest 
construction — ship or fort. These mor- 
tars are thirty -six melius in diameter, and 
it is said ihero would he no difficulty in 
increasing iho range of their shells to 
three or lour miles. Of the tremendous 
effects of bombshells it is hardly neccss- 
aiy to speak, but the expioaiou of one 
on board tho French ship Terrible, inthe 
year 1090, blew uway the poop and n 
Urge portion of tho upper vcorksj aud 
killed or disabled otio hundred men ; 
Miid it was not near tho dimensions of 
itiom jilern productions. It is uutici pa- 
tod that mortar ti ing will honcofonli 
absord much of tho attention that hori- 
zontal Qrihg has monopolized, and no- 
cess'iiating a c nterapoi amous change 
in fort aud naval architecture. Tlio 
mortars hiihorto used have been ofcom- 
purativbly smull capacity, but iho Eng- 
lish war otScials havo a plan fer con- 
titi ucting uud u«itig mortars containing 
u propelling charge of 140 pounds ot 
powder, tho shell having a diameter of 
thirty-six inchos. One pill ot those dirn- 
on-ions would be a sufBoient dose for any 
kiud ol ship, or fort either, fjr Lhat 
matter, if it exploded inside.
